The
advantages offered nre that no danger
of explosion exists except from actual
contact with fire; the ilnterior of the
arm is pot sotled, less smoke and less
rebound are made than with gunpow-
der, and less damage takes place from
bumidity. Very satisfactory trials
have been made of the new material.
